But to return to the kalserln: The 


kalserin's physician Joined us, and 
tiere were several maids—very supe- 
rior young women—In attendance upon 
their royal mistress. 


After I had examined the empress 


and had given my advice, the physi- 
cian explained to me la a low voice 
that it was necessary to be cautious 
and not do much, as he was afraid of 
her physical condition. 
. "Anything you do for her majesty," 
he explained, "would require giving an 
anaesthetic. She Is act in condition to 
stand pain without; Tte only anaes- 
thetic her majesty will take is chloro- 
form. Tve administered it to her eleven 
times and I know just what it means. 
Tm afraid of her heart at this time.

His alarming words caused quite a 


flurry among the malils and they 
crowded arcmnd the empress and 
begged her to have nothing done that 
day but to endure her sintering a little 
longer in the hope that relief would 
come without the necessity of an oper- 
ation at that time. Tbjlr pleadings 
prevailed upon the patient to postpone 
the treatment.

This made the kaiser v«y angry nnd 


he walked up and down the room im- 
patiently. 


"Here," he said, Tve got Doctor 


Davis to come in on a Sunday after- 
noon, and you want to be In shape for 
the ball on Tuesday, and now yon 
wont have anything done'. That's the 
way with the women T 
,- Then he turned to ms asd said: 
"Well, Davis, I'm sorry to have spoiled 
your day." And he dashed out of the 
room, apparently much provoked. I 
felt I had almost witnessed a family 
quarrel, tart the incident indicated to 
me that whatever hopes the kaiser 
t might entertain of one day dominat- 
ing the world, he had not yet acquired 
undisputed dominion in hi; own house- 
hold! 


I did not see the kaiserin again for 


nearly a year, when she came to my 
office witt a lady-to-warun?. 


She arrived in her own car. Its ap- 


proach was heralded by the imperial 
"TadJ-Tada" .wittont the concluding 
"Ta-Ta," whleh latter wis reserved 
exclusively for the kaiser, and not 
even the kalsertn was allowed to use it. 
The'kaiser's Taffl-TBda-Ta-Ta" was 
the subject of much sarcasm among 
the' proletariat, who sattrJoHy put it 
to the words: "Oelerie-Siiat-Ta-Ta,'' 
an allusion to the luxuries of the royal 
table which contrasted most unfavor- 
ably with the simple meals to which 
they were accustomed; wHle the so- 
elalhrts showed their sentiments very 
plainly by improvising toe wocds: 
"Von 
Unseen Geld-Ta-Ta," meaning, 


"From onr money-ta-ta," referring to 
the royal Immunity from taxation 
wh'xfb -ma one of their bitterest pills. 


It was not long after I had known 


the kalsertn before she maile clear to 
me that Bbe possessed a most dicta- 
torial manner, which was quite in con- 
trast with that of the kaisT, at least 
when he was In my office. 


She objected strennpnsiy to remov- 


ing her hat—and she usually wore a 
large one with a ven—but niiaUy yield- 
ed when I explained ttat I «o«ld not 
accomplish my work natlsfactorily un- 
less sho did. When I placed cotton- 
rollB in ber mouth, she Insisted that as 
she did not like the sensation ot the 
cotton against her lips or tongue, I 
would have to encase the cotton In 
rubber. 


I toid her politely but firmly that my 


work "would be done In my own way, 
and she finally acxroJesced, adding: 
"Well, if yon make such a point of it, 
doctor, I suppose I shall have to let 
yon have your way." 


From that time on the kalsertn came 


to me caore or less regolarly. Her 
lackey usually followed her Into the 
house carrying an artistic lunch box or 
bag containing sandwiches and boofl- 
lon, of which the empress nirtook In 
my office. 
The Princess Victoria 


Louise, the kaiser's only daughter, I 
may mention, usually came similarly 
provided. No German ever lets ^ any- 
thing interfere with his second break- 
fast. 


The empress never spoke on politi- 


cal subjects. She was not particularly 
brilliant and evidenced some reluc- 
tance to air her views on international 
affairs, as though she were not quite 
sure of .herself. Certainly, she was not 
nearly as 'talkative as the kaiser. 
When she did unburden herselC, It was 
usually in connection with domestic 
subjects. It was said in Germany that 
her only interest In life was represent- 
ed by the "three ITs," Kinder. Kirche 
and Kuche—children, 
church 
and 


kitchen—and there is no question about 
It that she seldom spoke on other sub- 
jects when talking with me. 


The kalserln came to me after the 


war with America started, but appar- 
ently she had felt some hesitation, 
about doing so, because the fcaijer told 
me shortly before her visit tbat she 
Intended coming, but pointed ont that 
she had decided to do so only upon nis 
recommendation. 


In June, 1917, I received a letter 


from the kalserin's physician Inclos- 
ing one which he said had been writ- 
ten by the kaiserin, but which waa 
both unsigned nnd unaddreued. It 
requested me to visit the royal palace 
at Homburg v. d. Hohe, which. In coo- 
Junction with the adjoining tpwn of 
Kreoznach. was then the locution of 
the great array hindquarters. 


Daring the time I was them I could 


id the servants seemed to be of the 
jk&lserin. 
One expected to find the 


utmost servility among the kaiser's 
underlings, but I confess It came rath- 
er &s a shock to me to see the maids 
walking so timidly and talking BO fear- 
fully when In the presence- of their 
white-haired royal lulsfroiut. 
I noted 


particularly how Tory 
(,-onUy they 


knocked at tho door iwfore (mitring 
and how, after knocking th«r immedi- 
ately placed their bo:uls agnlnst the 
panel that they might catch the 
kaieerin's low comramul to enter tho 
first time, and 90 umko It unneces- 
sary for her to repent It, Their de- 
meanor was particularly noticeable bo- 
cause the knlserln never seemed to 
display th(! slightest Impatience or 1U- 
temper when dealing with her serv- 
ants. Indeed, she seemed to me to act 
no differently from ttre humblest baus- 
frau In the country. 


Before I left Homborg, sho asked me 


whether I wns comfortably situated and 
if everythlaj: was oil right for me. 
i told her that everything was quite 
TOtlsfactory and mentioned particular- 
ly how nice It was to have food exactly 
as we had hnd it before the war. 


"Tes," she replied, "we have every- 


thing. I am very careful what I eat 
I watch my health very closely." 


I remarked, too, how wonderful It 


roust he to have sixty palaces like the 
Homburg establishment, the beauties 
of which had deeply Impressed me, 
adding: "Ells majesty, I understand, 
has sixty of them, has he not?" 


"Not quite sixty," she corrected. "Be- 


tween fifty and sixty." 


Between fifty and sixty palaces! 


I could not help thinking of the re- 
mark the kaiser once made to me when 
talking of the manner In which Amer- 
ican millionaires made their fortunes: 
"It breeds socialism!" 


When the time came for me to re- 


turn to Berlin, the kaiserin bade me 
adieu, but uttered not a word of thanks 
for my having given up my practice 
for three days to work exclusively lor 
her.
